PV. The Crown will then be eaſed of the Charge of keeping a conſtant Army 
in /reland (and while a King may keep what Army he pleaſes in Ireland, Laws 
againſt a ſtanding Army in Exg/azd are ineſſectual) the faving of which charge 
will be an addition of fo Revenue to the Crown, and Vreland may here- 
after bear its proportion in the Charge of the Goveramene. 

v. More Money will be brought out of Jreland into Emg/and than formerly; 
for the preſent Forteiturcs will be more greedily bought up by. Mea reſiding in 
Bagland, and by the neceſlary fall of Exchange more ont will be returned them. 
The thriving of Ireland will alſo make its Luxury increaſe, and their Shops, 
which were always furniſh'd from Exglazd, will be better provided. And a greater 
number than formerly of the beſt Eſtated Men will be obliged to reſide in Eng- 
land to attend the Parliament, and live in ſome Figure; beſides the Money that 
before was ſtay'd in Ireland to pay off the ſtanding Army there, will aſter a 
while be returned into the Engliſh Exchequer. 

VT. Such a Union was practiſed with Succeſs in the Uſurper's time; 
and we have alſo the Union of Walks for a t, which was at laſt found to 
be the only Expedient to quiet all Diſorders there, and to make Wales a Sccu- 
rity to Exgland, which before was a Charge to it, and kept it low. And both 
the Civil and Church-Government being already the ſame with that of Exy/end, 
leaves no room for any difficulty. : 

VII. The Governours, Magiſtrates, and Judges of /reland will not venture to 
treſpaſs ſo much upon the true Proteſtant Exgliſb Intereſt there. as has been pia 
ctiſed formerly, and thereby prepare the way for the Ruin of Exgland; for when 
they have Members of Parliament reſiding among them, who will have their 
Eyes upon them, they will act as cautiouſly as in England. 

VIII. By denying the Proteſtants of Ireland ſuch juſt Priviledges, Exg/and 
will not only let ſlip theſe Advantages, but muſt every day ſuffer ; for [rcland

by ſetting up ManufaQtories, and ſupplying its own Shops, by building Inns 
3 to breed their Sons Lawyers, by confining their Gentry — at 
home, by forbidding Exg/iſb Coal at Dublin (u hich alone brings into England 
60000 J. per d, and maintains the Nurſery of Seamen in thoſe parts) and 
ſome few things more, which can be made out to be more conſiderable to Ex- 
land than all their Trade to the Ve Indies together. The truth of this we 
learnt from the late Tranſportation Act. * ſevere Ulage in denying them 
leave to Tranſport their Cattel into Gag not only the Grazing Countries, 
who foreſaw the Miſchief, arc prejudiced, but alſo the Breeding Countries, who 
the Act, and the Shop- kcepers of England ſuffered ; tor we put them 
upon Barrelling and Exporting their Beef, by which they not ooly under ſold 
us, and engroſs d the Victualling of our own Fleets, but began alſo to furniſh 
their Shops with Foreign Goods, becauſe they found there a Vent for their 
Commodities. 

IX. There is another Danger as great, tho' at farther diſtance; for Ireland 
is already ſo much in the hands of the Scotch, and ſo many thouſand Families 
do every day flock over from Seotland, that unleſs ſome ſuch Encouragement 
be given to other Proteſtants to Plant there, and ballance them ; or that 
be brought over to the Intereſt of Exgland by finding it to be their own, if 
ever the preſent Royal Family ſhould tail, the Crown uf Scerland being inde- 
pendent from Exgland, might be tempted by their Strength, Riches, and Num- 
bers in Ireland, to diſ-unite from England for ever, and give Law to England 
for Trade. 


The Ohjeflions againſt ſuch a Union. 


I. The Firſt raiſed againſt it is 3 faiſe ; That thereby the King will 
be a looſer in his Cuſtoms : For he will gain more in his Cuſtoms by the great 
addition to Foreign Trade; and the Improvement of the Exciſe by the increaſe 
of People, will more than make it up. Beſides tis to be hoped that whatever 
is owned to be the Intereſt of the Publick, will always be thought to be the 
Intereſt of a King of Eg 

II. That a great deal of Money will be carried into Ireland u hen a free Trade 
is opened between them: But twill have a quite contrary Effet for the Rea- 
ſons above-mentioned; nor if it had that Conſequence were it any Miſchief to 
land; for after ſuch a Union, Ireland, properly (peaking, is part of Exg/and, 
a land by it no more impoveriſh'd, than it ſo much of irs Money were 
lodged beyond Treat, in Wales, or in the Weſt; for which Reaſon Ireland will 
not think it ſelf the poorer, tho ſome 1000001. per du be ſpent out on't 
more than — becauſe really all that Money is ſtill ſpent at home. 

III. That twill be impoſſible to adjuſt the Preeedency of Peers. 

IV. That the Chief Governour will influence Elections. But both theſe In- 
conveniences are ted by this plain Method of ſending Members to Par- 
liament ; That whenever the wr a Parliament in Exg/and, there may be 
one called in Ireland, who upon their Meeting ſhall Elect among themſelves a 
certain number of Lords and Commons to Repreſent them in the Parliament of 
land, who only during the Seſſion ſhall have the Privileiges of Members of
